Tffe greatest attkqtioh shall be paid to good order apd reguhrity. Ea^ class is to keep the place 
• nnsigned to*it-by^e Professor. The boys shall bn-qhliK^d gina tnelT wlfele attention to bssincss, • , 

ifehiitt in schpol^nd bn taught thn bnbu, whatever they do, of doing ilrfeell. 
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The three upper cla(*«s's)iall be frequently eiercised in translating English into Latin. 

On every S.ilurUay inurning the students shall be esercised in delivering sele^ seeches in English, 
and there sliall be such an arrangement, as that each boy shall perform this exercise once a forthight. 

Rf.sulvsu, That a pun^lual attendance ^th« hours appointed for business in tiie college, be 
striclly enforced ; that every student ough^Bo be impressed with an idea, that his attenklance will 
not be dispensed With, unless fur sickness, or for some reason which may, by the professor of the 
school, be deeined satisfadlury; and that no frivolous excuse be deemed sufiTcient. 

'i'iut to procure the regular attendance of the students, the bell shall begin to ring, at each ap> 
pointed lime of meeting, and continue to ring ten minutes; that immediately after the ringing, a 
roll shall be called over, in which the absentees shall be carefully marked; that this roll be examined 
once a week, at the discretion of the professors, the absentees called on, and punished for each ab- 
kenic, unless they can satisfy ihcir respetilive professors, that there was a aul&cient reaaon for their * 
non-aiteiidancc. . - *'* 

'I'hac all profane swearing, indecent conversation, gaming, rude or unmannerly behaviour, and 
every thing immoral, be atridlly prohibited and punished; that every student behave himself in a 
decent manner iit school, out of doors, and at his lodgidgs ; that no student shall be absent from hia 
lodgings at a late or unrcusunable hour; and that any student, who shall uflTend against this rule 
shuil lie eklled to account and punished; that the professora and masters inquire frequently into the 
condud of the students at their lodgings, and for that purpose, that some one or more of them call 
at each lodging-house once a tnonih. ■ 

That the students be dismissed, at the going out of the schools, by ringing of the bell, 

Rl801.V£.u, Tliat the principal of St. John’s college shall take care that the plan of education, and 
the regulaiioiia adopted by this board, be siridly observed in all the schools; that for this purpose, 
he frequently inspcfl the several schools, and, whenever called upon by the board, shall report 
the condition of the college; and that a copy of each resolve for the regulation of the college, shall 
be delivered to the principal, and by him communicated to the professors, masters and tutors* wim 
shall give him information, whenever required, concerning their respedive schools. * ' 

RtsoLvtD, That immediately after the ringing of the bell each morning, the profeasori, masters 
tutors and students, shall be assembled, a roll, containing the names of all the students; called over* 
and the luincs ol the absentees’shall be carefully marl^; that some one of the professors, masters 
and tutors, shall ptrfoi‘111 Divine service, consisting of prayer, and tiie reading of.soine keled por- 
riuns of the Holy Scripture; that there be an established form of prayer, in which the address to 
l!»e Supreme Being shall be agreeable to the liberal catholic foundation of St. John’s tollcgc, and not 
rtpugiunt to the tenets of any denomination of Christians; provided nevertheless, that no student 
wi.ose parent or guardian shall, by writing to the principal, request that his ailcudance may be d\»- 
peased with, shall be obliged to alicinl the said service. ^ 

lU 4 i)LVfiD, That the said form of piaycr, and the seledions from the Scripture, be left to the 
discretion of a majority of the professors, subjecl to the revision of, and alteration of this hoard; 
and that the professors report a form of prayer and seletlion, as aforesaid, to this board, at its next 
quarterly meeting. 

Resolved, l lial the roll aforesaid be examined once in each week, in the presence of the pro- 
fessors, tutors.and students, and the absentees from prayer be punished for each olfeiicc, in the 
manner lierciofore prescribed, or by fine, not exceeding two shillings and six-pence current money '( 
for each olTcncc, at the discretion of the professors. ' 

Resolved, That no scholar be admitted into the philosophy school, without having previously 
learned at the college, or elsewhere, writing and arithmetic, and at least as much Latin and Greek 
as would qualify him to be of the first class i» the grammar school. 

Resol vED,^hat the course of education in the tfjosophy schools be completed in three years; 
and that the sftoUrs in the said schtjols constitute not more than three claoses, vi*. Senior Class, 

the Junior Class, and the Noviciate Class; that of the schoU»^^nre**nt w«iongln*^o tlie colleee 
there be formed two classes; that the vice-principal imroediat^enier on his duty; that some of 
the higher authors in Latin and Greek, Logic and Moral Philosophy, constitute, at present the 
depaiimeiit of the vice-principal; that the whole coune of education in the philosophy schools’shall 
be laid down, at ilie next meeting of the board on the fifth day of July next; that at the said meet¬ 
ing llic rtspedive departments of the principal and vice-principal be fully ascertained; and that in 
the mcaii-iimc, the principal shall teach the said two classes such of the sciences usually taught in 
other American colleges as he shall think proper. ^ ° 

Resolved, That ilie following plan for the course of education in the philosophy schools b« 
adupicd; provided nevertheless, that in as much as, iiJMhc opening of the said schools, it is imprac¬ 
ticable to pursue the said plan exatlly, the principal shall conform thereto, as nearly as may be^ for

RV.aoLvao, That from and after the next summer vacation, each boy entering the college, not a 
resident of Annapolis, ahall board in the collep building, and pay for hia board and accommodation, 
mentioned in the last regulation, at the rate of 50 per ennum, to be advanced quarterly, and re¬ 
turned occasionally ; that the studenu already at college, be invited to board in the said building) 
that thereafter every professor and teacher, who is a single man, and not a housekeeper, ahall board 
in the said building, to preserve order, and that he shall have the same authority aa at any time 
heretofore hath been conferred on any master boarding in the college.

IN addition to the foregoing Tcaolutions, rules and orders, the trustees, at a'meeting held on the 
ISih instant. Resolved, 

That henceforth every student entering the school of languages, ahall-be taught whatever U di- 
re£ted to be taught to the rlasa in which he shall be placed. In case he will not conform to this 
rule, he shall be dismissed. * • 

That henceforth there shall be two stated oratorical exhibitions in every year, Vis. on the Friday 
of the first week of the May term of the general court for the western shore, on the Friday of 
the third week of the annual session of the general assembly. / 

That all the stildcnis of each school, now at college, be requested to wear suen cheap distinguish¬ 
ing uniform dress as the principal shall propose, and be approved by this li^td: and that all stu¬ 
dents, hereafter entering, shall be obliged to wear the said dress, or be di^nissed. But this order 
is not to be carried into execution until after the next Easter vacation.

* may be overawed from riota or dissolute behaviour. It enjoya yt singular advantage of having tbe 

* trustees on the spot, capable of superintending iu professoW|odmxer«e*» «trd the idea excel- 
‘ ling in the eyks of these men will ever be a powerful inc»^ to the studenu.—41k is here that 
‘ youths may be trained to the art of government, that most olFitl, most noble, most difficult of all 

* sciences.—It is here, that attending the public debi^ the ii|cnaous, ardent youth, will catch the 

* flame of patriotism, and imbibe a laudable ambition.’ 

Experience has evinced, that the trustees afted ju4iciousl)^n choosing Annapolis for the seat of 
St. lolin’s college, They avow, that at no seminary whatevi has there been less disorderly beha- 
vioiil amongst students than at St. John’s coNbge. A riouroongst Its students has never been 
known; but, on the contrary, they have in general been nolc^Jf the corredlness of their behaviour, 
and exemption from those vices which too often disgrace publl schools. 

The trustees are sensible that reports have been circuhtedf ending to impress the idea, that the 
students.of St. John’s college are extravagant »nd dissipate. Now admitting it could be proved, 
that in the course of fifteen years, there have been some few .sta'nces of young men who may have 
been too expensive in their dress, and have devoted too gr* » portion of their time to the polite 
society to which their connexions, or their own address, naintroduced them—the trustees at the 
same time must be suflered to observe, that unhappily mankin^e too apt (o form general conclusions 
from particular facls, and to condemn a whole lustitution biiccount of the conuudl qf a few of iu 
members. They presume to remark further, that the irre^aritiei of students at achoolA whose 
situation it less cetupicuous, may Mcape notice, whilst thoufids may watch the proceeding! at St* 
John’s college, andf amongst them^may be persona disposedp blast iu reputation, and bring nboug 
iu dcstru^lion.

The said K^laiioot 
were framed on greaf deliberation: they are similar to thosJotner good seminaries; a|jnike tlMiiQ 
they are liable at any time to be abrogated, altered or amenl, as occasion may seem torequiae.
